or seventy-eight per cent, bad eyes which 
were considered perfect. Of the two hun- 
dred and seventy-nine remaining scholars, 
one hundred and thirty-four, or twelve per 
cent, werepremaiurely far sighted, dlnely- 
Bvo or eight per cent, were near eight-id, 
forty-fix or four per .cent, were atlected 
with a variety of diseases, which, tbougb 
having little or no connection with tbe 
main object of the examinations (ibe de- 
tection of near tight and color blindness) 
we Incidentally noted for tbe aake of what- 
ever benefit might result to tbe scholars, 
from their1! knowledge of the nature .and 
existence of such troubles".
